TH IS nolabk Australian 
aboriginal, bom at Hermanns- 
burg, Centra] Australia, on July 28, 
1902, wiis » iiicmbiT of the Aranda 
Triljf of Sfiiiih Australia. He wns 
Muratcd ai iJje I Ipnnititisbuig , Mis- 
sion, anti rampd his living us a stcn-k- 
I'amcl dri^^r^ itation-baiid, and, 
(iir some vi'iiis before his dEaLh, as 
an artist. 

His first cncountfr with watcrfoior 
paintings made a lasiing impression 
on hirri. This happened when Rex Bat- 
terti^e and Johu Gardner held an '^ria- 
liition a[ ihir mission slalion in 1334. 

Nainatji/a tficn began to ttMch him- 
hclf liow lo draw figures of animais 
jnd birds on wood. In 193*5 lie oflerpd 
iiis services lo Batterbee as a ramel-boy 
io oxdiange for painting Isssons. 

He must have had ireinendcRis 
naluTTtl ability Jot using paints. Ha 
learned quirkly and in a ihnrt timi! 
waj producing nalable watercolnrs. 

llr wa* unique in the senee that he 
was tht fiisl Australian aboriginal to 
fieronip Itnovm for liis watcreolor 
painting — a mediuin cssi^ntially Eng- 
lish jU343 far removed from aboriginai 
culture. 



Aesthetically, Naaiatjim's paintuip 
are not as advanced as, say, Hans 
Ilrysens are in the same field, but liiey 
iiri- historically significant, for ibey 
dernnniirBte the innate artistic ahility 
of our aborigines — ability shown 
in the unique bark painiir^g;^ thai have 
won Hurld headlines.
